It dot* unquestionably. But to 


cope with present competition as it ex- 


ic thu oeut«a> calls for u vast 


amount of experience. That experience 
a man must have latck uf him before he 
can enter thu competing arena. ' But 
bow caii I brtUT acquire that experience 
than where there is constant need of it?' 
How better, uiy young friend? By serv- 
ing a long apprenticeship iu some city 
smaller than the greatest. Tbe large 
cities are today poor places in which to 
learn the rudiments of business com- 
petition, for while the youug mau is 
learning the experienced man swallows 
him up. 'But. that is experience,' per- 
sists the young mau. It is, but a more 
severe kind than there is need of—a 
kind which, dnix1 indulged in, does not 
leave a pleasant remembrance. Compe- 
tition in a smaller city may be just as 
keen proportionately; but, what is all 
important to the young man starting 
out, tbe risks are not so great, the ex- 
perience is not apt to be so costly 
should he fail to succeed. It is a true 
saying that a mau before he succeeds iu 
business must expect to measure_hia 
height on" the ground a time or two. 
But it is not necessary that in his first 
knockdown he should be knocked out. 


"But there is another aud more im- 


portant fact which the young man 
away from the large cities does not 
realize. It is that the number of possi- 
ble positions in tbe large cities is not 
increasing, despite the reiterated asser- 
tions constantly made to the contrary. 
The very opposite is the truth. Various 
causes explain this—higher taxes, high- 
er prices of lots, or lack of building 
room, labor strikes and lower cost of 
production. The manufacturing inter- 
ests of this country are constantly tend- 
ing toward th« smaller cities and away 
from the centers. And this means fewer 
positions, since only in rare instance* 
does tbe executive branch of a business 
call for a larger number of employee* 
than does the manufacturing side. 
Strange as the change of current may 
seem, it is nevertheless a fact that thi 
young man who today leaves a good 
sized city of actual manufacturing ad 
vantages turns his back on what in » 
few years will be one of the industrial 
beehives of America."

years 'ago, in order to test this matter 


'earn eouiethiug definite about it, 


the Wisconsin experiment station un- 
dertook the experiment of feodmg cows 
corn smut and noting the effwt. St\«ir- 
al cows were in the test It was com- 
menced by feeding each cow daily a 
small quantity and gradually iitcreas- 
ng it till each had a large amount 
LTie cows were closely watched, and 
he experiment continued for several 
weeks. No bad effects wot* oWxveu 
except with one cow. She axe an im- 
mense quantity. 


Similar experiments have been made 


at the Ohio, Illinois, Nebraska and oth- 
er experiment stations, and in none of 
them have any bad results been reported. 
The latest, experiment of the kind of 
which we have any record was made by 
Professor Clinton D. Smith of the Mich- 
igan 
experiment station. 
Professor 


Swith sums up his report as follows: 


The conclusion which can safely b* 


drawn from the experiment is that 
where cows are gradually brought into 
the habit of consuming large quantities 
of aunt it does not seem hurtful to 
them. Whether the same thing would 
be tree where cows unaccustomed to 
smut suddenly gain access to large 
quantities of^i»rar.3t wrssfc for futu?s 
experiment. It is safe to say, however, 
that any quantity of smut that would 
be at all likely to exist iu a cornfield or 
on the stalks, as fed under normal con- 
ditions to cows, would not be dangerous- 
to the health of the animals. " 


C. P. Goodrich, writing to The Prai- 


rie Farmer, says that his experience is 
that stock can't get enough smut in the 
ensilage to do them the least hurt. 
When it comes to turning cattle in a 
stalkfield that has a great deal of smut 
in it, the case may be different 
He 


does not, however, approve of neglect- 
ing means of preventing smut which 
decreases the yield of com. Ho says: 
"Scientists tell us that smut is a fungus 
that is propagated from spores that aro 
in the ground or in the seed corn, and 
that the smut that is left in the corn- 
field this year or hauled out in manure 
from cattle that have been fed smutty 
corn will be likely to make more smut 
next year. If that is the case, it may 
pay a farmer to gather up all the smut 
and destroy it rather than have it left 
on the ground. The smut spores in the 
seed corn can bo killed by snaking it in 
blue vitriol, and by changing crops so 
as not to have corn several yaars in suc- 
cession on the tfiiiiio ground there will 
be less liability of growing smut "

We believe that usually as fast as 


the com is busked out the stalks should 
be ouly left a day or two if tho weather 
promises to be fine and be then at once 
drawn to the barn, it may be supposed 
thai -while there is still so much juice 
in the stalk there will be great danger 
of the stalks fermenting. But if the 
stalks have been free from rainfall for 
a week before all the heating they will 
get will ouly make the outer coating of 
tie stalk les« hard aud will therefore 
enable the stock to eat a greater portion 
of it. We have seen cows greedily eat 
stalks from the mow ia winter that hod 
fermented even to the point of mildew- 
ing, 
while stalks thrown loosely on the 


scaffold and which had never reached 
fermentation were dry and tastol^&s. 


Tho truth is that the outside of the 


cornstalk is so hard that some fermen- 
tation is au advantage to it. We are 
used to saying that all fermentation im- 
plies some destruction of nutrition. 
This is doubtless true iu tho silo. But 
making the stalks easier for stock to eat 
much nioro than compensates for the 
•waste caused by a sliwht fermentation 
either in tho mow or m the silo.— 
Aiuericiiu Cultivator.

st-n.sationaii.-m costs lor more important, 
better written news. In short, the com- 
mercial ideal contains distinct apprecia- 
tion nf tho power of opinion, but it 
prh'.os just as highly the value of the 
authoritative statement of all tho news.
